In a new approach to an old problem^ the author suggests a 
loidening of our basic exhibit classifications to permit more nearly 
accurate historical, geographical and chronological groupings. 


A FRANK APPRAISAL

OR MORE than 2500 years coinage has played a part of vital 


importance in the economic structure of civilization. Out of the 


countless millions of pieces that have appeared, history in general, 
and numismatic research in particular, have recorded, analyzed and 
classified much of this enormous output — a continuing service beyond 
price to collectors in all countries and periods of time. Out of this 
background has come encouragement toward the formation of many 
societies and associations such as our own, with their publications, 
libraries, conventions, exhibits, and wide personal contacts with those 
of like numismatic interests. 

Our annual exhibits have been outstanding in size and merit, and 
as the years go on, even greater distinction may be realized. In connec- 
tion with the subject of exhibits, it is, of course, necessary that a definite 
and well understood standard of general classification be adopted and 
adhered to; and, in good spirit, I ask that thoughtful consideration be 
given the following observations. 

I submit that a realistic approach to certain defects in our system 
of basic classifications is long overdue. As now recognized, the unofficial 
(coinage) formula appears to be: United States, Ancient and Foreign — 
its brevity leaving no hint of the sharply contrasting backgrounds 
existing in both the second and third named groups, inevitably creating 
divisions important enough in their own right to claim separate 
recognition. 

Let us consider briefly the validity of these claims. Under Ancient, 
while this is, in fact, broad territory, the two main factors in the United 
States are doubtless Greek and Roman. 


Ancient Greece 


Ancient Greece had a memorable part in launching the earliest 
coinage of the world, and for over five centuries (B.C.) she wrote unique 
and brilliant chapters in the history of this vitally important tool of 
civilization. About twenty years ago. Dr. E. S. G. Robinson, until 
recently Keeper of the Coins and Medals in the British museum, compiled 
a notable catalog of the famous collection of ancient Greek coins formed 
by the Rt. Hon. Sir Godfrey Locker-Lampson. In his extensive Foreword 
the owner has given his considered estimate of the wide field of Greek 
coinage, based, of course, upon his long association therewith. His 
deeply felt tribute, is, in spirit, reflected in the writings of many of his 
contemporaries, as well as those of earliest generations. From this, 
I quote briefly: 


Burton H. Saxton of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, was Editor of The Numis- 
matist during 1943 and 1944, and has been Advertising Manager since that 
time. He has given much thought to the subject of his article and his 
ideas deserve every consideration. 
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The coins of ancient Greece have an individuality that gives them a 
distinction peculiarly their own. The most beautiful are equal to the 
greatest examples of Hellenic art in nobility of conception and purity of 
outline. Greek sculpture was their parent, and even with this highest form 
of plastic genius the finest of them can bear comparison. ... It is also 
the coinage upon which is most fully recorded from decade to decade, and 
century to century, the superstitions, customs, tastes and history of those 
for whom they were made. . . . The proof of their perfection lies in this, 
that, after so long a stretch of history, after so many years of vaunted 
progress, we could still do no better than consult these old Greek masters 
in our efforts to beautify the modern world. 

Finally, after long and troubled centuries as a unique constellation 
of city states, Greece came completely under the domination of Rome 
in 146 B.C. ; but Athens alone continued to issue coins well into the 
interval of Rome’s transition from Republic to Empire. It is not too much 
to say that the coinage of ancient Greece deserves and rewards a 
lifetime of study; and, fortunately for those who discover this, ample 
guidance may be found in the vast existing field of authentic numismatic 
literature. 

Ancient Rome 

The founding of Rome, emerging from the mists of prehistoric 
time, is conceded by historians to have been about the middle of the 
eighth century B.C. Its government was at first a monarchy under a 
succession of six kings, lasting until 508 B.C., when it became a Republic. 
This second form of government persisted until the murder of Julius 
Caesar in 44 B.C. The interim between the violent ending of the Republic 
and the establishment of the Empire in 27 B.C. was under the authority 
of the second triumvirate, one member of whom, Octavian, was to 
become the first Emperor, known thereafter as Augustus. His reign 
extended to the year of his death, 14 A.D., a period longer than that of 
any of his successors in the five centuries that followed. 

The first coinage of ancient Rome is placed at approximately 300 
B.C., consisting of a series of six cast bronze pieces, the largest being 
the as (originally a pound of twelve ounces), and its several proportion- 
ate parts: the semis, triens, quadrans, sextans, and uncia. This system 
held until 217 B.C., when silver had become equally important, and the 
denarius thereafter rated as the chief coin of the republican period. 

Concerning the bronze, casting had now given way to striking 
from dies. Nevertheless, the cast pieces have a certain rugged appeal, 
unique among the world’s ancient coinage; each with the head of a 
Roman deity on the obverse, the reverse bearing a constant type, that 
of the prow of a ship. 

Upon the establishment of the Empire under Augustus and restora- 
tion of comparative peace to the Roman world, there was a reorgani- 
zation of the coinage. The Emperor kept that of the gold and silver under 
his personal authority, leaving control of the bronze issues to the Senate 
— a principle that was maintained for almost four centuries. 

From Augustus to the fall of the Western Empire in 476 A.D., we 
follow a long succession of Emperors, some with reigns of brief and 
stormy duration — a few so brief we wonder how it was possible to 
prepare the dies and strike the coins while they carried the portrait of a 
still living Emperor. A Royal Portrait Gallery of Ancient Rome might 
well be the general title of a comprehensive collection of the bronze, 
silver or gold coinage of the Empire. The skill with which the dies were 
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engraved, especially during the first two centuries, was of a high order. 
A comparison of the portraits on the coins with portrait busts of the 
same Emperors by then contemporary sculptors (for example, those in 
the British museum) reveals the fidelity with which the artist created 
the likeness of his subject. 

This series does not possess the artistic beauty so richly found in 
Greek coinage; but the latter carried no actual portraits of living persons 
until after the time of Alexander the Great (336-323 B.C.). Roman 
coinage, however, in addition to the portrait series, is of impressive 
historical value, and often recorded or symbolized certain events which 
were of current interest to “The Man in the Roman street” — for example, 
the temple of Janus, with closed doors, on a sestertius of Nero; the 
Judea Capta piece of Vespasian; important military victories, and many 
other types of publicity (usually favorable to the Emperor) which 
would receive the widest possible circulation through this medium. 

The late Guglielmo Ferrero, one of the truly great modern his- 
torians, in the closing chapter of his (shorter) History of RoTue, speaks 
of the fall of the Western Empire as follows: “Thus ended in fact, if not 
in law, the history of the western part of the Roman Empire, and also, 
as it is usually reckoned, the history of antiquity.” 

I have presented only scattered bits of evidence of the claims that 
both ancient Greece and Rome have upon our numismatic interest: 
Greece, in the pioneer days of coinage, reaching heights of artistry that 
are still unexcelled, if, indeed equalled, after more than 2,000 years; 
Rome, whose history began so long ago that in the year 246 A.D., the 
Empire was then celebrating the 1,000th anniversary of the city’s found- 
ing (754 B.C.); a sestertius of Philip I (244-249) commemorates this 
impressive fact. The Empire at this time consisted not only of Italy 
proper, but also of an immense territory in what we now call continental 
Europe; also in Asia; along the entire south shore of the Mediterranean 
Sea; and England (Roman Britain), in which for five hundred years 
the currency of the Roman Empire was the only coinage of “Britannia.” 

Both Greece and Rome were, of course, ancient in point of time, 
but as definitely separate as two towering peaks would be in the same 
range of mountains. They deserve and should receive separate appraisal 
in our official classification — both under “Ancient,” obviously; but the 
term is useful only as a traffic sign is useful; this one points towards 
the Past, which only historians (I use the term broadly) can explore. 
They have found two separate civilizations, inevitably with surface 
points in common, but with wide divergence in other and greater points 
that must be recognized. Neither should be considered as in competition 
with the other — each has its own clear importance, and should stand 
on its own numismatic feet ; any other course, it seems to me, is without 
valid defense. 

Foreign 

May I now comment briefly on the classification of Foreign. Again 
limiting the, discussion to coinage, we are facing a subject with wide 
horizons, even wider than those of the term Ancient, for with the latter 
we could discover limitations of both time and place across the gulf 
of fifteen centuries. 

Just when we may consider foreign coinage should receive earliest 
practical recognition has not been defined. Perhaps we might arrive 
at a reasonable point by a process of elimination: all before 500 A.D.

is clearly ancient; then let the next eight hundred years be considered 
as the medieval (or the Dark Ages period), followed by the Renaissance, 
14th to 16th centuries, bringing us to the year 1500. It would therefore 
seem logical — for our purpose — to look upon this milestone of the 
centuries as a point of departure, so to speak, on our adventure in the 
wide and unfamiliar realms of foreign coinage. 

As an illustration of the territory occupied by foreign coinage, in 
our present-day affairs, we turn to one of Wayte Raymond’s invaluable 
reference volumes. Coins of the World, 20th Century, and find he uses 
nearly 300 pages to record the issues of 176 other contemporary govern- 
mental authorities — nations, dominions, colonies, states, protectorates, 
etc., and in their combined coinage we discover 180 different denomina- 
tions. Raymond’s companion volume to this is devoted to 19th century 
issues, with almost as large a number of issuing authorities. 

Even within these suggested limitations, the term “foreign” reminds 
one of the familiar expression, “An army with banners.” The immense 
output of the world’s mints (other than our own) during the last five 
centuries, plus their continuing activity, leaves open but one course to 
the collector who is not satisfied with an indiscriminate sampling of 
foreign coinage: that of selecting some country or countries having an 
especial appeal, thereby making possible some degree of thoroughness 
in building his collection. 

Since the classification of Foreign includes the entire world, with 
the exception of the United States of America, is there not clear need of 
recognizing at least the larger subdivisions — geographical, perhaps, 
such as North America, Continental Europe, Oriental, etc. ; or, with even, 
more consistency, political divisions, such as, for instance, the British 
Commonwealth? It should help the new collector of foreign issues to 
chart his course more carefully, and also should be welcomed by future 
award committees in reviewing exhibits of this nature. I trust the 
foregoing may be given serious consideration. 

Medallic Art 

One other group, that of Medallic Art, I strongly feel should be 
given formal recognition. Heretofore this has not been done, perhaps 
because those who collect medals of this exceptional type are in the 
small minority among our membership, and until recent years there were 
few extensive exhibits of this nature. But there is ample evidence that 
it should take equal rank with other basic classifications. Medallic art 
shares an honored place with coins in all important museum collections, 
both here and abroad, the work of internationally-famous sculptors and 
medallists of various countries. 

We must go back to ancient Rome for the first examples of our 
subject. We find here and there bronze medallions, somewhat larger 
than the largest of the bronze coins, the sestertius; these rare pieces 
mostly record the military or other events the Emperors, whose portraits 
they bore, wished to commemorate. 

From the 15th and 16th centuries, during the Renaissance in Italy, 
a notable series, by famous artists, have come down to us — the earliest 
cast, and later struck from engraved dies, almost wholly devoted to an 
amazingly high quality of then contemporary portraiture. 

To many, the term “medal” means an award of some sort, or 
perhaps a military decoration; but when used in relation to an example 
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of medallic art it may not have the remotest connection with either. 
On the other hand, some such piece may have been designed and struck 
in recognition of a distinguished service by an individual or by a group ; 
as an instance, the superb gold medal by the sculptor Daniel Chester 
French presented to the national officials of the Red Cross after the 
close of World War I. These, however, merit the distinction of medallic 
art because of their superior artistic quality in addition to their historical 
association. In this, as in other similar instances, bronze copies have 
later been struck from the dies in limited quantities for museums, art 
galleries and private collectors. 

Through the years, many of the finest pieces have been purely 
symbolical: like Morion’s dynamic medal “Furens Gallia,” battling 
France; others commemorative, such as Roty’s exquisite plaquette on 
the death of President Carnot of France; portraiture at its best, as in 
Roine’s Abraham Lincoln, or Brenner’s John Paul Jones; again, history 
— exemplified in the dramatic figure of Columbus, by Saint-Gaudens. 
The list is long, and their work invites and richly deserves more serious 
attention than has been given. 

It will be of especial interest to recall the great international exhibi- 
tion of contemporary medals held in March of 1910, in the museum of 
The American Numismatic Society, New York. Nearly 200 artists were 
represented, with more than 2,000 items — a revelation to the legion of 
visitors who had the privilege of seeing this memorable display of 
medallic art. 

A recent exhibition of European medals, 1930-1955, was held during 
June 8th to 29th at the Royal Society of Arts at their house in the 
Adelphi, London. This was in association with the Royal Numismatic 
Society, and is reported as having been of exceptional interest, attract- 
ing wide public attention. The exhibit contained over 200 medals, 
representing the finest work of leading artists from 13 European 
countries. The Times published in full the first of three important papers 
given during the exhibition. 

Tribute should also be paid to The Society of Medallists, founded 
25 years ago in New York, “to develop wide and sincere appreciation of 
medallic sculpture by American artists.” Two medals are issued each 
year to the members. A great variety of subjects, by a long list of 
medallists must have fully justified the hopes of its founder, George D. 
Pratt. The most recent issue, the 51st, is by one of our noted sculptors, 
Malvina Hoffman. A brief sketch of her career, with illustration of the 
medal, appears in the July issue of The Numismatist. 

In Conclusion 

May I, very briefly, suggest the adoption of certain revisions in 
our basic classifications: to that of Ancient add (Before 500 A.D.) ; major 
subdivisions, Greek and Roman. (This to be expanded if and when neces- 
sary, of course.) To that of Foreign add major divisions, either geo- 
graphical or political. 

New basic classifications: Medieval (so-called “Dark Ages”) 500 A.D. 
to 1300; Renaissance (literally re-birth) 1300-1500. Modern, 1500 to 
present. These dates are, of course, slightly arbitrary, but nevertheless, 
for our purposes, close enough historically. Add one other basic classi- 
fication: Medallic Art. 
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Each month the author of this neiv feature will illustrate and 
describe briefly some of the world’s unusual currency. The mildly 
curious, as well as the serious collector, will flnd much of interest 
in the varied offerings. 


STRANGE MONEY OF THE WORLD

INTRODUCTION 


The dual purpose of this series is to entertain and to acquaint 
numismatists with the fascinating subject of primitive money and other 
odd media of exchange. To the best of the author’s ability there have been 
included only objects which at one time actually served as currency. 
Coins have only been treated when they have an unusual history, shape, 
design, or composition. Because of the length of the series it will be 
necessary for them to run in many subsequent issues of The Numismatist. 
No pretense is made of covering the entire field of odd and curious money 
and for the most part the series is based on the author’s collection. 

Where reference is made to “wife purchase,” or “bride purchase” 
money, it is necessary to understand that an actual purchase is not always 
indicated. Primitive parents considered daughters a liability and required 
their prospective husbands to compensate them to some extent for the 
trouble entailed in raising them to maturity. The term “blood money” 
means the amount and type of compensation required by tribal law or 
custom for the killing or wounding of another member of the tribe. 

With the exception of the South Sea islands, the monies of various 
islands are included within the part covering the mainland to which they 
are adjacent. 

Illustrations are from the author’s collection unless credit is given 
to others. 


BABYLONIAN CLAY TABLETS 
Asiatic Series No. 1 


The above baked clay tablet was 
made in Babylonia about 3(X)0 B.C. 
These tablets recorded promises to 
pay, were used as money, and are 
probably the forerunner of our mod- 
ern paper money. Other business 
transactions such as sales and re- 
ceipts were also represented on sim- 
ilar tablets. 



PERSIAN GOLD DARIC 
Asiatic Series No. 2 


Col. Phares O. Sigler, Silver 
Spring, Md., has written many nu- 
mismatic studies, including a book 
on numismatic literature. This 
year he received the Heath Liter- 
ary Award silver medal for the 
best article published in The Nu- 
mismatist in 1954. Years of research 
give him a wide knowledge of the 
subject of this new series. 


This coin was first minted by the 
Persian king Darius the Great, who 
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reigned from 522 B.C. until 486 B.C., 
and similar pieces continued to be 
minted for over 200 years, constitut- 
ing one of the major gold coins of the 
ancients. It is the second gold coin 
known to us, the first having been 
minted by Croesus, the Lydian king. 
The daric circulated among the an- 
cient Hebrews, and in many parts of 
Greece, as well as in Persia. They 
were worth from $5 to $5.50 in our 
money, but their purchase power was 
very great, one daric being the 
monthly salary of a Greek mercenary 
soldier. 

This bean-shaped coin has on the 
obverse the figure of the king, kneel- 
ing, a bow in his left hand and a 
spear in his right. The reverse bears 
an irregular incuse impression. It 
weighs 130 grains and is 98% pure 
gold. 


CUP-SHAPED BYZANTINE 
GOLD PIECES 
Asiatic Series No. 3 



During the 11th and 12th centuries 
some coins of the Byzantine empire 
were saucer-shaped, like the one illus- 
trated. The coins were struck be- 
tween two dies, one convex and one 
concave, and are called nomisma 
scyphate. Similarly shaped coins were 
minted of both gold, billon, electrum 
and copper. The gold coin illustrated 
was issued during the reign of John II 
(1118-1143) and has a religious figure 
portrayed on both sides. 

The reason for the odd shape of 
these coins is not known. Keeping in 


mind the crude minting tools in use 
during this period, however, it is very 
likely that the shape was adopted as 
being the best method of giving a 
thickness to otherwise thin coins, thus 
enabling them to be more easily han- 
dled. Although the shape of the coins 
appears awkward to us, it must be 
remembered that they were of a 
higher denomination than those ordi- 
narily in use, and probably their cir- 
culation was restricted to traders and 
persons of means. They could be 
stacked easily and transported from 
place to place since many of them 
could be placed in a very small pack- 
age. 


CHINESE FISH COIN 
Asiatic Series No. 4 



The strange bronze fish-shaped 
Chinese coin illustrated is of ancient 
origin. These coins date from the 
Chow dynasty, 1122-255 B.C. The 
modern view concerning them is that 
they were used in burial ceremonies 
to “buy” water to wash the dead. 
They are found in great numbers 
near rivers and it was an ancient cus- 
tom to throw money into rivers before 
drawing water for the above purpose. 
Since bronze fish-shaped coins were 
used by the Greeks in ancient times 
to represent dried fish which were a 
barter unit, it is very likely that these 
Chinese fish served as currency in 
ancient China as well as being em- 
ployed in burial rites.

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Motto Approved for All U. S. Money 


All United States coins and paper 
currency in the future will bear the 
motto “In God We Trust’* in accord- 
ance with a bill signed by Pres. 
Dwight D, Eisenhower. The phrase 
first appeared on the two cent piece 
in 1864; quarters, halves, silver dol- 
lars, half eagles, eagles and double 
eagles in I 8661 Lincoln cent in 1909; 
dime in 1916; Jefferson nickel in 
1938. 

The bill (H. R. 619) was introduced 
in the house of representatives last 
January by Charles E. Bennett of 
Jacksonville, Fla. Later similar leg- 
islation was offered by other con- 
gressmen. The house banking and 
currency committee, headed by Brent 
Spence, amended the bill to include 
all coins, changed the time for plac- 
ing the inscription on the paper 
money to correspond with the mak- 
ing of new dies, and reported the 
measure favorably. The house passed 
it June 7. 

The senate banking and currency 


committee reported favorably with- 
out amendment on June 27. Two 
days later the bill was brought to 
the floor by Sen. Johnson of Texas, 
who spoke briefly as did Sen. Mon- 
roney. The latter said “the bill was 
voted for unanimously in the sub- 
committee and the full committee. 
The bill was passed unanimously by 
the house. I know of no objection 
to the bill either from inside or out- 
side of Congress.’’ 

Other discussion was limited to 
suggestions by Sen. Carlson that 
perhaps his bill (S. 12) providing 
for “In God We Trust’’ on all U. S. 
postage stamps could be added as 
an amendment and by Sen. Case 
of South Dakota that the Mount 
Rushmore carvings of Washington, 
Jefferson, Lincoln and Theodore 
Roosevelt be placed on the reverse 
of the one dollar notes. Both pro- 
posals were withdrawn, however, 
and the bill passed the senate by 
unanimous voice vote.

S hortages and increases in 
price of the metals commonly 
used for coinage have led to a 
search for new materials which are 
technically suitable and readily 
available at an economic price. 
There is also a demand for a low 
priced metal for commercial tokens 
and medals, which are produced by 
methods similar to those for coins 
and require similar standards of 
appearance and durability. 

There has been much interest in 
recent years in the use of alumi- 
num in coinage. The success of 
early trials has led many countries 


to adopt this metal for part of their 
coinage, particularly in the lower 
denominations. In addition to its 
technical merits, aluminum has the 
great assets of comparative price 
stability and continuing availability. 

Required Characteristics 
Probably the most important fac- 
tors in a coining metal are price 
and price stability. The many other 
requirements which must be ful- 
filled were summarized by an official 
of the British Royal mint in . the 
following terms: 

‘‘For minting purposes the alloy 
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should have good casting properties, 
giving sound bars with good sur- 
faces; it should be ductile to ensure 
easy rolling; uniform in composi- 
tion; and able to flow when struck 
between dies. For purposes of cir- 
culation the alloys should be dura- 
ble, sonorous when rung, difTicult 
to counterfeit, resistant to tarnish- 
ing, and pleasing in appearance.” 

Since modern usage now accepts 
“token” coinage in which the intrin- 
sic value of the coin is low com- 
pared with its face value, there is 
good reason for choosing the cheap- 
est metal consistent with technical 
suitability. Stability of price and 
continuity of supply are also essen- 
tial for satisfactory coinage. 

Aluminum fills all these require- 
ments. Perhaps the most important 
feature is its low density compared 
with other coining metals. Table I 
shows that all the other commonly 
used metals are about three times 
as heavy. Thus three times the 
number of aluminum coins will be 
obtained from equal weights of 
material. Similarly, aluminum is 
abundantly available and world 
capacity is continually increasing; 
there is no likelihood of a scarcity. 

Price must be considered in rela- 
tion to the weight difference, and 
the logical basis of comparison is 
the cost of a given number of coins. 
Although there may be small differ- 
ences in practice, it is sutficlently 
accurate to assume that the costs 
of converting sheet into coins are 
constant for all metals, and to com- 
pare the prices of equal areas of 
sheet of a given thickness. 

The relative prices vary in differ- 
ent countries and also change from 
time to time in accordance with 
world trends. Before any accurate 
assessment can be made, therefore, 
current prices must be determined 
together with available information 
about probable future prices. 

Casting, Rolling, Working 

Aluminum is readily available in 
suitable forms for coin manufac- 
ture; i.e., in the form of strip or 
circular blanks of the required 
thickness, tolerance and temper so 
that the question of casting ingots 


and rolling strip does not normally 
arise. 

Coins are subjected to abrasions 
when carried in pockets and purses, 
as well as to corrosive attack by 
human perspiration and to deterio- 
ration in various atmospheres. Alu- 
minum’s ability to withstand these 
conditions has been demonstrated in 
many countries where it is used for 
coinage. 

In France, for example, aluminum 
coins have been in use since 1941 
and examination shows that they 
are giving good service. The French 
issuing authority (L’ Administration 
des Monnaies) has stated its satis- 
faction with the performance of 
aluminum, and expects the French 
aluminum coinage to last as long 
as the previous bronze issue. 

Similar experience is reported 
from other countries, confirming the 
expectation that aluminum would 
show the same durability and free- 
dom from attack in this application 
which it exhibits in its many other 
uses. 

Experimental work has been car- 
ried out on a large scale in Italy 
where coins made of aluminum and 
its alloys, zinc, nickel, cupronickel, 
aluminum bronze, bronze and silver, 
were exposed to eleven different cor- 
rosive influences. When arranged 
in order of suitability, aluminum or 
one of its alloys was first in five 
tests, second in one, third in three 
and fourth in two. Aluminum 
showed a clear superiority in indus- 
trial atmospheres, hydrogen sul- 
phide, sulphur dioxide, and acetic 
acid. 

Another important point is the 
effect of time and exposure on the 
color and appearance of aluminum 
coins. When minted they have a 
bright, highly polished appearance 
with clear sharp outlines. As with 
most other coins there is a ten- 
dency to dull in time, but aluminum 
will not lose its characteristic color. 
The alloys now recommended also 
have high resistance to wear and 
damage. 

Objections to Aluminum 

From some points of view alumi- 
num’s low weight is an advantage 
in handling and carrying coinage. 
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but in many countries where weight 
is associated with value there is a 
tendency to object to aluminum. A 
similar prejudice had to be over- 
come when paper money was first 
introduced. 

In countries where aluminum has 
been used, this has not been a 
serious objection. Almost the only 
objection raised was the softness of 
early aluminum coins compared 
with other metals. This was over- 
come by the introduction of harder 
alloys. Experience has shown that 
aluminum will be readily accepted 
and, in a short time, preferred to 
heavier metals. 

Another objection concerns the 
use of coin operated machinery 
which is often designed to function 
between certain weight limits. This 
may cause difficulties in the replace- 
ment of heavier coinage by alumi- 
num, but they are not insurmount- 
able and the cost of conversion may 
easily be outweighed by the ad- 
vantages gained. 

The '‘ring” of a coin when struck 
is a function of its fundamental 
frequency of vibration. The natural 
frequency of aluminum coins is 
higher than those of similar coins 
in other metals. In addition, the 
energy available for conversion 
into sound is less because of the 
reduced weight. Thus the sound 
emitted by an aluminum coin is of 
higher pitch and lower intensity 
than from bronze or similar coinage 
of equal size. If equal weights are 
compared the difference is much 
less. 

Hard to Counterfeit 

Since aluminum is a plentiful 


metal it might seem to entail a 
serious danger of counterfeiting. 
Closer examination reveals that 
such fears are largely groundless. 
The essential features of successful 
counterfeiting are that the spurious 
coins should cost considerably less 
than the value of the true coinage 
and that they should be easy to 
make. 

The traditional method of the 
counterfeiter, that of casting coins 
in a base alloy, cannot be applied 
to aluminum because the difference 
in weight would be immediately ap- 
parent. What's more, aluminum 
cannot be cast in crude molds with 
a sharp impression resembling that 
of a stamped coin. 

The only practicable method of 
making spurious aluminum coins, 
therefore, is by a technique similar 
to that used by the mint, which re- 
quires heavy machinery and an 
expert knowledge of die sinking. 
It is unlikely that any attempts to 
make counterfeit aluminum coins 
in this manner would be profitable. 

Furthermore, although aluminum 
requires a high striking pressure 
(about 30-60 tons/sq.in.), it is ductile 
and yields a faithful impression. 
Thus additional protective measures 
can be taken by using intricate de- 
signs which are difficult to copy. 
Edge marking of the higher denomi- 
nations is also an effective deterrent 
as it is very difficult to reproduce. 

Aluminum Coin Examples 

In recent years a number of 
countries have adopted aluminum 
for coinage. In Austria, for ex- 
ample, aluminum coins of 2 shil- 
lings, 1 shilling and 50 groschen

values were put into circulation in 
1947. Weighing 2.8, 2 and 1.4 grams, 
respectively, the coins are struck 
from an aluminum alloy containing 
2% magnesium and 1% manganese. 
More recently, the use of aluminum 
has been extended to include 1, 2, 
5, and 10 groschen values. 

In 1950, a 1 krone aluminum coin 
weighing 1.3 grams was put into 
circulation in Czechoslovakia. 

Aluminum coinage was originally 
introduced as a substitute material 
in Denmark in 1951, and the Royal 
Danish mint has stated its satisfac- 
tion with the metal, both from mint- 
ing and service aspects, and intends 
to continue its use. Most of the 
coins are made of 99.0% pure alumi- 
num, and the 5 ore and 2 ore pieces 
in use weigh 2.4 grams and 1.2 
grams, respectively. 

Experience similar to that in Den- 
mark has convinced French au- 
thorities that an initial substitute 
material has advantages of its own. 
All 5, 2 and 1 franc pieces are now 
made from an aluminum-5% mag- 
nesium alloy. Experience since 1941 
has shown that the coins remain in 
good condition and they are ex- 
pected to last as long as the 
previous bronze issues. The weights 
are approximately 4 grams, 2.2 
grams and 1.3 grams. 


After wartime experience with 
aluminum coins in Hungary, the 
metal was established for the 50 
filler, and 1 and 2 forint values on 
the reform of the currency in 1946. 
The 1 forint weighs 1.5 grams. 

Satisfactory experience with an 
issue of 1 pruta coins in 1948 (1.22 
grams) has led Israeli authorities 
to extend the use of aluminum in 
coinage. An issue of 10 prutoth 
pieces was authorized in 1952. 

Experimental work in Italy on 
various metals and alloys led to the 
adoption, in 1946, of “Italma” for 
10, 5, 2 and 1 lira coins. This alloy 
contains 4% magnesium and V 2 % 
manganese. A total issue of 1450 
million coins having a value of 8,000 
million lira was authorized. 

The coins weigh about 3 grams, 

2.5 grams, 1.75 grams, and 1.25 
grams. Under a 1952 decree an- 
nouncing changes in the design and 
sizes of the Italian coinage, the new 
10, 5, and 1 lira pieces will weigh 

1.6 grams, 1 gram, and 0.625 gram, 
respectively. 

Coins similar in size and alloy to 
those of the 1946 Italian issue, but 
with a different design, are in use 
in Vatican City. 

In 1945, the Principality of Mon- 
aco introduced aluminum for 5, 2 
and 1 franc pieces having weights 
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of 3.8 grams, 2.25 grams, and 1.3 
grams, respectively. 

Approximately 1450 million 5 and 
10 centimo aluminum coins are in 
circulation in Spain and the mint- 
ing authorities are very satisfied 
with their performance. Experience 
with aluminum in Spain goes back 
to 1940 and is a further example 
of a temporary expedient being 
made permanent as a result of serv- 
ice experience. The coins weigh 1.8 
grams and 1.15 grams. 

Medals and Tokens 

Aluminum tokens have been used 
for many years and the success of 
this application is partly respon- 
sible for the use of the metal in 
national coinage. There are three 
main categories: commemorative 
medals, religious emblems, and 
commercial tokens. 

Commemorative medals are gen- 
erally larger than normal coins and 
are issued by governments and pub- 
lic bodies as souvenirs. Examples 


are the British jubilee and corona- 
tion medals issued to school chil- 
dren in 1935 and 1937, respectively. 
Millions of these were struck on 
each occasion, and low cost com- 
bined with attractive appearance 
were the primary requirements. 

Religious emblems are widely 
used throughout the Christian world 
and the quantities made in each 
design are quite large. It is inter- 
esting to note that an emblem com- 
memorating a Eucharistic Congress 
was struck in 1908 and is still in 
perfect condition. 

Commercial tokens generally have 
a more limited circulation. They 
are used by individual firms to 
facilitate the conduct of business, 
and may be used in place of coin- 
age as payment for goods or serv- 
ices, the tokens being bought in 
bulk by the customer. They are 
also used in advertising schemes, 
in which tokens are redeemed for 
cash or goods. 

Public utilities often use such 



Aluminum is widely used in commercial tokens, chiefly because low 
first cost is of primary importance.

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tokens for the operation of gas or 
electricity meters. Transport com- 
panies make widespread use of 
tokens for payment of fares. For 
all such uses, low first cost is of 
primary importance. The tokens 
must also be durable, and odd 
shapes are often used to achieve 
distinctive appearance. 

Coining Alloys 

Several different aluminum alloys 
have been used in different coun- 
tries since the earliest recorded is- 
sue of aluminum coins in 1907. 
Experience, plus extensive labora- 
tory investigation, indicates that 
an alloy containing 3% to 5% 
magnesium has the best combina- 
tion of properties for coining pur- 
poses. 

Other alloys have been used, 
however. Commercially pure alu- 
minum has been widely used and 
has many desirable properties in- 
cluding good appearance, resist- 
ance to attack and good pressing 
characteristics. It is relatively soft, 
however, so that the coins are more 
easily damaged. For this reason it 
is not now recommended. 

The addition of small quantities 
of copper to pure aluminum results 
in greatly increased strength, but 
coins made from such alloys do not 
retain a good appearance as well 
as those made from the pure metal 
and have less resistance to attack. 
This applies also to alloys in which 
zinc or nickel are present in addi- 
tion to copper. 

The aluminum-magnesium series 
of alloys was originally developed 
for ship-building, but their use has 
since been extended to many other 
fields. These alloys are about three 
times as strong and hard as com- 
mercially pure aluminum and their 
appearance, surface finish, and re- 
sistance to attack are excellent. 

They are very suitable for coin- 
ing and give clear sharp impres- 
sions. The best aluminum coinage, 
of which the modern French and 
Italian issues are typical, is made 
from alloys of this type. 

In France, a 5% Mg alloy is used, 
while in Italy the metal contains 
3V2% Mg and 0.4% Mn. There is 
little difference in characteristics of

these two alloys and the choice is 
largely a matter of individual pref- 
erence. 

How Coins Are Made 

Aluminum coining metal is nor- 
mally supplied as circular blanks 
of the required size and tolerance. 
If required, it is also available in 
strip form. An advantage of circu- 
lar blanks is that they can be sup- 
plied in the correct temper for coin- 
ing so that no heat treatment or 
annealing is necessary. 

Many coining metals are alloyed 
and rolled in the mint, but in view 
of the specialized technique re- 
quired for the successful rolling of 
aluminum, it is more conveniently 
and economically obtained in sheet 
form. Moreover, if rolls used for 
other metals are subsequently used 
to roll aluminum there is a possi- 
bility of contamination which may 
give rise to corrosion of the coins. 

If strip material is used, the first 
operation is the blanking of discs. 
A typical press for this operation 
may be of 20 tons capacity and will 
take strip up to 6" wide. The speed 
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This coining press can produce 
coins up to lYz" in diameter and 
at speeds of up to 120 strokes per 
minute. 

of operation may be 250 strokes per 
minute and the output depends on 
the number of punches used. An 
annealing operation is usually nec- 
essary after blanking to bring the 
metal to the correct temper for 
coining. 

Edge Raising and Lettering 
The blanks are then fed into an 
edge raising machine which re- 
moves burrs and thickens the edge 
of the coin, thus providing the 
characteristic ‘'rim” which protects 
the relief and prevents undue wear. 
The machine illustrated is fitted 
with an automatic hopper which 
feeds the blanks down a chute 
where they are rolled between a 
revolving central disc and a seg- 
ment suitable in form for the di- 
ameter of the blank. Both the disc 
and the segment are grooved and 
can be made to give different forms 
of edges. The usual output is 600 


blanks per minute. 

Designs or lettering are provided 
on the edges of coins when required. 
In a typical machine the raised 
blanks are fed into chutes, from 
the bottom of which they are picked 
up by blank carriers and rotated 
between a pair of dies which apply 
the required design to the edges. 
Production rates are 60 to 80 strokes 
per minute with 4 blanks at each 
stroke. 

Presses designed specifically for 
the coining operation have many 
specialized fittings to permit quick 
and accurate striking. The coining 
press illustrated is of a type which 
has been used for aluminum coins 
up to in diameter. It exerts 

a force of 120 tons and will operate 
at speeds up to 120 strokes per 
minute. Operational refinements 
include micrometer adjustments for 
the top die, adjustments for differ- 
ent coin diameters, safety devices 
to protect the dies, and counting 
and checking devices. 

For Medals and Tokens 

The process for making medals 
and tokens depends on the size, de- 
sign and quantity required. Alloys 
used can be either pure aluminum 
or the Al-Mg alloys, the former 
being more suitable for complicated 
designs and when excessive wear 
is not expected. Tokens which are 
in daily use should be made in 
coining alloys, however. 

Since many medals are larger 
than normal coins and have 
greater relief in the design, they 
are not suitable for manufacture by 
the methods described above, par- 
ticularly as the quantities struck 
are often small. A press of the 
type used for sinking coining dies 
is very satisfactory for this type of 
medal. Many smaller tokens and 
medals are very similar to coinage 
in size and appearance and can, 
therefore, be made in a similar 
manner, particularly when larger 
quantities are needed.

RETURN TO THE GOLD STANDARD

T he present monetary situa- 
tion in the United States, more 
particularly the continuing de- 
preciation of the dollar, puts an 
obligation upon all thoughtful citi- 
zens, perhaps especially upon numis- 
matists, to do whatever they can to 
help bring about stabilization of our 
currency. Because numismatists are 
generally regarded as students of 
monetary matters, they could be an 
important influence in such a move 
if they would (1) agree on certain 
basic principles such as could be 
stated in a “platform” on monetary 
reform and (2) having approved 
such a platform, vigorously go 
about disseminating information re- 
lative thereto in the numismatic 
fleld. 

Ramiflcations of the subject as a 
whole are so great as to preclude 
complete, detailed coverage in a 
short article. Hence the following 
attempts only to state briefly some 
of the fundamentals. If this serves 
to encourage widespread interest 
and further study, the present pur- 
pose will be accomplished. 

The idea of writing this paper 
springs from the excellent article in 
the May Numismatist by C. B. Ed- 
wards, an esteemed and experienced 
banker. His article touches only 
briefly on the possibility of return 
to the gold standard and then dis- 
misses it as inadvisable for the 
usual reasons which tie in closely 
with a gold price of $35 per ounce. 
This is the point on which the whole 
matter hinges and it should receive

careful thought before an opinion 
is formed. That opinion must take 
into account the fact that the $35 
price, expressed in terms of the 
devaluated dollar of today, does not 
and cannot represent the true value 
of gold. Until we admit this fact 
we are in the position of the pro- 
verbial ostrich attempting to hide 
by thrusting its head in the sand. 

Devaluation Has Steadily Continued 

The first step toward remedy of 
our monetary ills is to admit frankly 
that the dollar has depreciated. How 
can we deny it when the evidence 
stands out in such striking fashion 
(like the huge body of the head- 
hiding ostrich) as often as we spend 
some of the depreciated dollars and 
observe how little we get in ex- 
change. Just as our depreciated 
dollar will no longer buy as much 
in goods or services as it once did, 
neither is it worth as much in gold 
as formerly. In other words, if our 
depreciated paper dollars are to be 
freely redeemed in gold, more than 
35 of them must be paid for an 
ounce of gold. 

It has been arranged that our 
dollar abroad has the support of the 
central banks at the stated price of 
35 paper dollars per ounce of gold. 
Without this backing we would 
quickly “lose face” in our interna- 
tional relationships. This foreign 
support, however, is something done 
wholly for its effect on international 
trade. It does not extend to our 
domestic policy. At home our finan- 
cial policy has not been such as to 
provide the private citizen with any 
protection against inflation — no 
check or restraint such as freely 
circulating gold would impose. 

There are those who claim that 
return to the gold standard at any 
paper-to-gold ratio above $35 per 
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ounce, amounts to “still further 
tampering with the value of the 
dollar and weakening confidence in 
its integrity.” The answer to this is 
that we must face the facts. If the 
steps that are now necessary seem 
painful, place the blame not on the 
decision to take these steps but on 
those responsible in times past for 
the extravagant spending that has 
brought us to the present situation 
- a situation in which we, as a 
nation, have commitments impos- 
sible to meet in the money of 1914 
when $20.6718 in currency bought an 
ounce of gold and could at any time 
be exchanged for it. 

In short, whether we like it or 
not, the write-down of our paper 
dollar already has occurred. The 
question now is whether we (a) go 
on issuing more promissory notes 
on a fictitious basis leading to 
monetary collapse or (b) declare a 
halt on infiation and use the stabil- 
izing effect of gold to keep our 
paper dollar from further debase- 
ment. There are, of course, oppos- 
ing arguments and admitted disad- 
vantages but we must consider all 
the facts and choose the lesser evil. 

There is nothing complicated 
about putting an effective brake on 
manipulations which bring easy 
money to meet budgetary deficits. 
The sure-fire procedure is to return 
to the gold standard and stabilize 
our monetary system right where it 
is, without pride in any fictitious 
values. 

Philip Cortney's Views 

Philip Cortney of New York, has 
pointed out that the re-establish- 
ment of international confidence in 
currencies which depends basically 
on restoration of the gold standard, 
need not cause industrial revolution 
nor even serious disturbance, if we 
use the present levels in currency 
values to establish a new relation 
between our paper currency and 
gold which we offer in exchange. 
Any such revaluation, of course, 
means that we must pay more — 
much more — for gold than we did 
20 years ago. What this present 
ratio of our paper to gold should 
be is a matter for the experts to 


work out. Speaking on this subject, 
Mr. Cortney, certainly one of the 
experts, says: 

It remains to be seen whether the 
price of gold will be changed while 
we are masters of the situation or by 
a chaotic route. ... If, without fur- 
ther waste of time we plan carefully 
the restoration of the international 
gold standard, a price of $70 per 
ounce would probably accomplish 
what we seek. If, on the other hand, 
we wait until we cease to be masters 
of the situation, the price of gold will 
be changed by a chaotic route and it 
may reach indeed an abnormally high 
level. 

In terms of quantity of gold pro- 
duced, the United States is number 
four on the list of gold-producing 
countries but our two million ounces 
is only one-sixth the annual produc- 
tion of the Union of South Africa. 
Moreover, total gold production in 
the United States is now less than 
this country uses annually for indus- 
trial purposes. Because gold always 
has been and always will be in short 
supply its true value does not 
change greatly. However, it may be 
quoted higher or lower, if the quo- 
tation is in terms of an irredeem- 
able currency whose value is con- 
tinually changing. 

The 1934 Withdrawal of Gold 

Our dollar has been steadily de- 
clining over a long period of years 
during which there have been two 
world wars. In this time we have 
gradually built up a national econ- 
omy geared to values out of all pro- 
portion to what they were before. 
It is wholly misleading to say that 
“In 1934 the value of gold was 
raised to $35 per ounce.” A much 
more accurate statement would be 
that in 1934 a presidential decree 
admitted that the value of our dol- 
lars had depreciated, that no longer 
would 20 of them buy an ounce of 
gold; 35 would now be required. 
The catch was that no gold ex- 
change was offered. Instead, gold 
was called in. If the ratio of 35 to 1 
had been a fair and accurate com- 
parison of the 1934 paper dollar 
with gold, there would have been 
no necessity to take gold out of 
circulation. 

By far the more significant phase 
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of the 1934 decree was this with- 
drawal of all gold from free circu- 
lation, under threat of fine and im- 
prisonment. That move made it 
possible to conceal the declining 
value of the dollar at the same time 
that it deprived the citizens of the 
one important restraint on infiation. 
Since then we have traveled so far 
along the downward path of easy 
money that nothing short of a 
monetary revolution could get us 
back up the steep decline of depre- 
ciating dollar values. Imagine the 
reaction of labor leaders, just now 
fiushed with new industrial vic- 
tories, if they were asked to take a 
50% wage cut! 

But every loyal citizen earnestly 
desires to prevent further currency 
debasement. There is still the possi- 
bility of checking this decline and if 
we peg the dollar somewhere near 
the present level we can put on the 
brakes, financially speaking, with- 
out serious disruption of the na- 
tional economy. On the other hand, 
to fail to check the sinking dollar 
value is to follow the now familiar 
pattern of what has happened to 
the mark in Germany, to the franc 
in France and to the Chinese dollar 
in China. All these recent examples 
of continued, uncontrolled infiation 
provide convincing evidence that 
the mere printing of paper money 
does not bring wealth. 

There is a sharp lesson for us in 
these other countries where mone- 
tary collapse has already occurred. 
In China, for example, toward the 
end of the debacle, the printing 
presses simply could not keep 
abreast of the rapidly sinking 
values of unsupported currency; 
the Chinese dollar went down and 
down until six million of them were 
required to buy what one dollar 
bought before. 

Only One Way Out 

And it can happen here; we are 
definitely headed that way. The 
way out is to admit the decline in 
value of our dollar, declare it to be 
what it actually is in terms of the 
persistent value of gold, and then 
prove the honesty of our appraisal 
by a willingness to exchange gold 
for our currency. Only in this way 


can we stabilize the currency and 
prevent manipulations that will 
gain the temporary advantage (un- 
til true values are discovered) of 
still further inflating the paper 
dollar. 

The fair and proper value of gold 
is one at which there will be neither 
an incentive to hoard it nor a rush 
to exchange our present dollars for. 
gold. When we establish and sup- 
port such a valuation there will be 
confidence in the paper that can be 
exchanged for gold. 

Just what this ratio should be is 
a question for the experts. There 
has been much discussion on this 
point including lengthy hearings 
last year before the U. S. senate 
committee on banking and currency. 
(A record of these proceedings is 
available from the government 
printing office in a 400-page report.) 
Although these hearings did not 
succeed in bringing about a return 
to the gold standard, they did bring 
out much information as to the 
present value of our currency. 

J. E. Holloway’s Opinion 

One of the experts on the gold 
question is J. E. Holloway, alter- 
nate governor of the international 
money fund. The following is ab- 
stracted from one of his recent 
addresses: 

Gold is more stable in value, over 
both long and short periods, than any- 
thing else known; it is far and away 
the best material for honest money. 
Paper, on the other hand, has almost 
none of the qualities for honest 
money. However, if paper is truly 
representative — when it does repre- 
sent honest money — it should be in- 
terchangeable at the will of the 
holder for real money, such as gold. 
When that condition obtains we can 
safely enjoy the convenience of light- 
weight paper while it serves as 
“money of account," i.e., a promise 
to pay. 

But once the safeguard of inter- 
changeability is removed the money 
of account quickly becomes of less 
and less account until it finally be- 
comes money of no account. This 
process is taking place before our 
eyes today while a misguided public 
is led to believe that we are under- 
going “a rise in the cost of living." 

Nor is this in the United States 
alone. All over the world govern- 
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ments are taking goods and services 
from the citizens in return for un- 
honored promises to pay. And the 
citizens, having been taught to tamely 
submit, do nothing about it. “In a 
time when men knew what it was to 
be free. King Charles’s head fell for 
less.’’ 

There is only one way out, namely, 
write down depreciated money to its 
correct value in terms of real, honest 
money. The first step is to find out 
what our money of account is really 
worth (the gold equivalent). Then, 
when a citizen can convert his paper 
money into equivalent gold at will, 
governments will be careful not to 
issue more money than they can re- 
deem on demand. The major cause of 
infiation and of the rising cost of liv- 
ing caused by monetary manipulation, 
derives from the act of a government 
that takes goods and services from 
citizens in return for promises to pay 
which continue to be, if not dishon- 
ored, at least unhonored. 

When promises to pay go unhon- 
ored (except for the substitution of 
other promises) the cost of living 
goes on increasing, labor disturbances 
become the order of the day, will 
become more frequent, more pro- 
longed, more savage and more de- 
structive of the productive resources 
of the country than ever before. The 
process of wiping out the provident 
classes will grow apace. There will be 
no room for private saving and com- 
munism is the inevitable end of this 
march. Lenin is credited with the 
saying, **If you want to wipe out 
capitalism, debauch the currency.” 
[Italics mine — NAB.] 

Hazlitt’s Gradual Approach 

One of the witnesses before the 
Senate hearing, Henry Hazlitt, a 
monetary analyst and editorial 
writer, has this to say: 

Pressure groups grow more and 
more insistent and enlarge their de- 
mands while politicians in power seem 
less and less able to resist them. In 
every country, at the first sign of 
even the mildest recession or read- 
justment, there are vociferous de- 
mands for more pump priming, more 
deficits, more paper money, in order 
to keep the infiationary boom whipped 
up. It is estimated that there are 
about 89 paper currencies in the 
world, most of them inconvertible. 

Hazlitt has worked out a sliding 
scale plan for return to the gold 
standard, calculated to give advance 
warning that will cushion the in- 


evitable shock of paying the price 
for monetary folly. Whether by a 
carefully planned program or by 
some more drastic event, it is in- 
evitable that we adjust the exchange 
rate for gold to something well 
above the arbitrary 35-to-one ratio. 
If we act now, on the 1955 basis, 
something like the widely recom- 
mended 70-to-one ratio would be 
feasible. The ratio will undoubtedly 
be much higher if we do nothing 
and hence follow the chaotic route. 

Gold in the Citizens' Hands! 

Coming, then, to a summation of 
the whole matter, the immediate 
and urgent need is to return to the 
gold standard and remove any re- 
strictions on ownership of gold by 
the private citizen. This will be no 
more than restoring to him a right 
that never should have been taken 
away. This restoration should be 
followed by pegging our present- 
day silver certificates at a definite 
redeemable value in gold, say 70 
paper dollars per ounce of gold. 
Finally, the natural way to carry 
out the willingness to exchange gold 
for our paper would be to strike 
gold coins in the value-ratio estab- 
lished for the paper. 

As a practical matter, a $70 coin 
would be inconvenient in a decimal 
system such as ours but it would be 
practical to strike a $50 gold piece 
which would, at $70 per ounce, rep- 
resent five-sevenths of an ounce of 
gold. (The size of such a coin can 
be visualized when we remember 
that the U. S. $20 gold piece weighed 
approximately an ounce.) 

To round out such a coinage pro- 
gram it probably would be desir- 
able to strike a companion piece of 
half this size, i.e., a $25 coin. One 
further suggestion, from the numis- 
matic viewpoint, would be that any 
such gold coinage, presumably 900 
fine, should have included in the 
inscription on the coins the net 
weight of the gold content. This 
would tie the coin to the value of 
gold which is sure to be a stabilizing 
influence by rating actual worth in 
terms of the most lasting and sub- 
stantial material value ever discov- 
ered by man. 
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THE BOUQUET SOU TOKENS OF CANADA

670. The Duseaman token. Copper, thick and thin flans. 

This token is claimed by some authorities as belonging to the United 
States merchants token series. In fact it appears in Lyman H. Low’s list of 
hard times tokens of 1900 as No. 148. The obverse showing the bouquet, is 
deflnitely Canadian, it having been paired with various Canadian reverse dies 
of the bouquet series, namely Nos. 678, 681, 683, 685, 686 and 687. In past 



years the coin was found in circulation in much greater numbers in Canada 
than it was in the U.S.A. 

It was struck in Belleville, N. J., as were many others of the bouquet 
series. The reverse die was obviously intended for a store card for T. D. 
Seaman, a butcher of that city. It has a large break running across the full 
width of the coin. It is probable that, because of the serious die break and 
the fact that the name was misspelled, the die was refused by Mr. Seaman 
and replaced by a new set, see Low’s list No. 155. Later when large orders 
were received from Canada for bouquet tokens, this broken die was resur- 
rected by the manufacturers and paired with the obverse die of No. 670 after 
a number of reverse dies had failed, the obverse die still being in usable 
conditions. 

The obverse die also shows a serious die break which is much more pro- 
nounced on this coin than on any of the others noted above, indicating that 
this was its final use before finally going to pieces. 

Obverse similar to Nos. 678A, 681, 683A, 685, 686 and 687A. 

Reverse used only for this coin. 

671. The Roy token. Copper of different shades of color and of various thick- 
ness. 

The obverse shows two maple leaves with crossed stems in place of the 



bouquet as on all the others of the series. It was made in Montreal and 
McLachlan was convinced that the dies were executed by J. M. Arnault. 
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Joseph Roy was born at Mascouche, Que., in 1771. In 1801 he opened a 
general store on St. Paul Street in Montreal between Jacques Cartier Place 
and Bonsecours Market. He was an ardent “Patriot” and took an active part 
in the political upheavals of the period. He continued in business as a merchant 
for well over half a century, retiring in 1852 when the premises he occupied 
were destroyed by fire. He died in Montreal on July 31st 1856 at the age of 
84. The token was issued in 1833. 

Obverse and reverse used only for this coin. 

672. The Pro Bono Publico token. Copper. 

The only known specimen of this token is the property of the Antiquarian 
and Numismatic Society of Montreal and is in their collection at the Chateau 
de Ramezay. It was discovered by the late J. N. T. Levick in a lot of old 
coppers he acquired, and was sold when his collection was disposed of at auction 
by Messrs. Bangs & Co. in New York in 1884. It was acquired by James Oliver 
for $62. Oliver in turn sold it to R. W. McLachlan of Montreal about the 



year 1887 and it passed to the Antiquarian and Numismatic Society when they 
acquired the McLachlan collection in 1922. 

The dies were engraved by Jean Marie Arnault, a die sinker, who had 
arrived in Montreal from France expressly to prepare dies for religious medals 
for the gentlemen of the Seminary of St. Sulpice. At the time of preparing 
the dies for this coin, Arnault did not possess letter stamps and it was neces- 
sary for him to engrave the letters on the dies. Judging by the uneveness of 
the lettering it is probable that this was his first effort at letter engraving. 
The lettering on subsequent dies made by him is much more regular. 

The reason for ascribing the dies to Arnault is that the form of the letters 
and some of the leaves of the bouquet very closely resemble those on No. 716 
which was definitely the work of Arnault. 

A number of electrotypes of the coin were made by McLachlan and 
although they are without value, a number of collectors use them to fill in 
the blank space. 

Obverse similar to 673. 

Reverse used only for this coin. 

673. The halfpenny token. Sixteen leaves, copper. 

This coin is also by Arnault as the same obverse die was used as for No. 
672. Mr. Courteau was of the opinion that both this coin and No. 672 were 



struck for the City Bank at that time operating in Montreal. It is extremely 
rare, probably not more than five or six are known. 
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Obverse similar to No. 672. 
Reverse used only for this coin. 


674. Sixteen leaves, copper of a variety of shades, from dark to very light, 
almost a brassy color. 

It comes in different thicknesses and with edges plain and of different types 
of milling. It is found overstruck on a great variety of Canadian tokens of the 
period including other bouquet sous. This would indicate that either the dies 
were made in Canada or that they were imported from outside and the coins 
struck here. A prominent Montreal collector at one time had over 40 over- 
strikes on different coins, most of them Canadian tokens. In Sandham’s work 



this token appears to be cataloged three different times (41, 55 and 56). 
Courteau shows eight varieties of the coin but these are all due to difference 
in metal, thickness or edge milling. McLachlan ascribed the dies to Arnault. 
Obverse and reverse used only for this coin. 


675. Sixteen leaves, copper. 

This is one of the rarer coins of the series, possibly 10 are known; the dies 
were made in Belleville, N. J.

679. Sixteen leaves, ordinary and brassy copper. A few are known in nickel. 

The nickel coins were struck in Belleville by the same firm and at the 
same time as the Feuchtwanger tokens of the United States. Sandham shows 
the coin three different times (Nos. 39, 57 and 76). Trenaman (Numismatist, 
June 1902) claims a variety on which part of the bow on the reverse is missing.

This coin is very similar to No. 685 and it is often difficult to distinguish 
between them.

The chief 
differences of the reverse are as follows: The first lower berry on the left falls 



directly over the “N” on No. 686 and between the “O” and “N'" on No. 685. 
There is a stem without a berry second from the top inside left on No. 686 and 
no stem on No. 685. The stem to the upper inside berry at right is much 
curved on No. 686 and nearly straight on No. 685. The two sides of the wreath 
at top are slightly closer together on No. 686 than on No. 685. From Belleville 
dies.

This most interesting coin is slightly larger than the ordinary coins of 
the series. It was unknown until August, 1863, when the dies were discovered 
in the cellar of a building on the corner of Notre Dame and Bonsecours St. 
in Montreal, then occupied by Piccault & Son, physicians and druggists. The 
son rescued them from being sold as old iron and presented them to the 



Montreal Numismatic Society, then newly organized. Three or four original 
strikings are known. At the time of the discovery, several impressions in lead 
were made by Hendery who had a place on Craig St. in Montreal and some 
time later a number were made in copper, all without a collar on the dies. 
The dies were turned down and fitted with a collar about the year 1890, when 
24 were struck in copper. In 1893 12 copper and one brass were struck. They 
are known struck in copper, brass, lead, silver, bronze and over large United 
States cents. Some are also known struck on square planchets. 

The design and make-up of the bouquet are quite different from all 
others of the series. McLachlan was of the opinion that, since the dies were 
found in Montreal, they were the work of some forgotten Montreal engraver.

MONEY OF THE CHINESE COMMUNISTS 

By E. Kann, A,N,A. No. 8550 


T he use of communist money 
in China looks back on a his- 
tory of 25 years. The party 
was surreptitiously founded in 1921, 
but it was not until 1930 that the 
first red coin was struck. This cre- 
ation showed a man’s bust, sup- 
posed to be Lenin (Kann 800). 
Neither the author, nor any of his 
collecting friends, has ever seen the 
original coin which is supposed to 
have been born in either Hunan or 
Hupeh province. However, one 
meets in America many naive for- 
geries of this very rare coin, un- 
doubtedly counterfeited in China. 

There appeared in 1931 a second 
silver dollar with the party’s trade- 
mark, the star, the hammer and the 
sickle (Kann 801). A year there- 
after saw the birth of a third dollar 
(Kann 802), showing the eastern 
hemisphere, on which are superim- 
posed hammer and sickle. On the 
obverse is found a meaningless 
scrawl in pseudo-Russian, while the 
reverse finds space to immortalize 
one of the numerous Red slogans: 
“Rise and Unite the Proletariat of 
the Entire World.’’ In the year 
1932 another communist section, 
namely the group whose grazing 
grounds then were in Hupeh-Honan 
and Anhwei, had a fourth silver 
dollar struck, on the obverse of 
which is found the name of the 
maker, namely the Laborers and 
Farmers bank. 

Also in 1932, one could witness

the first bringing into existence of 
a silver communist 20^ piece, made 
in Kiangsi Province (Kann 805) 
and dated according to the western 
calendar. A year later a similar 
20<^ coin appeared, dated 1933 (Kann 

807) . The last communist-made sil- 
ver dollar was dated 1934 (Kann 

808) , which the author so far has 
met in about 25 varieties. 

Mention ought to be made here of 
a very interesting and rare Chinese 
silver dollar coin, minted by the 
legitimate Chinese government 
showing the effigy of Pres. Yuan 
Shih-kai and dated 3rd Year of the 
Republic, i.e. 1914. This very pop- 
ular coin - though in but limited 
quantities — was embossed with a 
rectangle on the obverse, containing 
the phonetical transcription of 
“Soviet’’ (Kann 650k). 

The foregoing enumeration of 
silver coinage exhausts the synop- 
sis. For completeness one has to 
add the existence of a few copper 
coins which originated in 1933-1934, 
and which were denominated 14, 54, 
200 and 500 cash. 

By way of explanation it ought 
to be pointed out that during those 
critical years 1931-1934, the com- 
munist armies were being harassed 
and pursued by Chiang Kai-shek’s 
nationalist army forces. They had 
no permanent domicile and were 
kept constantly on the move. Thus 
it will be understood that minting 
machinery was not installed in 
buildings during those times, but 
loaded on covered wagons which, 
drawn by indolent mules or starv- 
ing Mongolian ponies, crept along 
undulated field paths. It also will 
become obvious that the creators 
and controllers of the red coinage 
were not banks in the accepted 
meaning of the word, for they too 
were housed in shabby vehicles. 
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trotting along with the advancing 
or retreating soldiery. 

From 1932 onward the Chinese 
communists figured as issuers of 
paper money, also issued by groups 
stationed in certain provinces and 
imprinted with the name of some 
imaginary or temporarily existing 
bank. All these notes bore the 
usual Red trade-marks; many used 
the available space for imprinting 
propaganda slogans, thereby at- 
tempting to hammer and sickle the 
virtues of their Red doctrines into 
the minds of the commonalty. These 
notes were printed either on soft 
native paper, or else (in 1933) on 
cotton cloth, either left in their nat- 
ural cream color, or else in dark 
or light blue shades. During these 
critical periods, when attacker or 
pursuer had to move in alternate 
directions, the peasant population 
underwent enormous sufferings, not 
merely because of predatory actions 
of military hordes, but also due to 
being holders of paper money. When 
the nationalists found some of the 
rural population in possession of 
communist fiat money, they con- 
demned the '‘criminals” to die. And 
when the red marauders re-entered 
the area and found that some of 
the people held fa-pi scrip (legal 
tender currency), they made short 
shrift with the poor people by con- 
demning them to “lifelong decapi- 
tation.” 

During the war of resistance 
(1937-1945) the nationalists and the 
communists made up, at least nom- 
inally, with the object of fighting 
the Japanese aggressors. However, 
during those years the red armies 
issued their own paper money in 
the names of countless banking in- 
stitutions. 

A show of unity during the Sino- 
Japanese imbroglio was imperative. 
Therefore the Kuomintang authori- 
ties did not interfere with the ac- 
tions of the Chinese communists, 
also as regards their contribution 
towards financing the war effort. 
This they did by the plentiful emis- 
sion of red paper money. How much 
of it? Nobody will ever be told. In 
the end the already pauperized com- 
munity had to pay for the muddle. 

When Soviet Russia entered Man- 


churia in 1945 to administer the 
coup de grace to the Nipponese 
Kwangtung army, they circulated 
a huge volume of special com- 
munist occupation notes. Officially 
the figure was indicated at 390 mil- 
lion local dollars; people in the 
know think this figure has to be 
trebled in order to come nearer to 
the truth. 

Communists as Rulers of the 
Chinese Mainland 

Here begins the second chapter 
of our story. Let us recall some 
important dates. The communist 
armies’ march to success originated 
in Manchuria, where the Russians 
supplied them with the arms ob- 
tained from the subjugated Jap- 
anese forces. They quickly con- 
quered North China and headed 
south. On Dec. 1, 1948, the Peo- 
ples’ Bank of China was officially 
founded, at a time when only one- 
fifth of China’s population was 
under their sway. This institution 
was to be China’s government bank 
with sole prerogative of note-issue. 
All the notes emitted by the dozens 
of regional communist institutions 
throughout the country were to be 
recalled and exchanged against the 
sole legal tender, the Jen Min Piao 
(JMP: “People’s notes”) at diversi- 
fied rates, but invariably under dis- 
count. Some banks’ issues suffered 
a high discount, as expressed in the 
ratio of 1 : 5000. 

On May 25, 1949, the reds en- 
tered Shanghai, and months later 
they were in possession of the en- 
tire Chinese mainland. In 1950 the 
outlying dependencies of Sinkiang 
and Tibet had been brought under 
their sway. Manchuria and Inner 
Mongolia, which had been allowed 
to have their own currencies, were 
called upon to close ranks and be 
members of the JMP block. The 
nationalist authorities sought and 
found a haven of refuge on the 
island of Taiwan (Formosa) and 
still live there in the ardent hope 
of one day reconquering the Chi- 
nese mainland. 

Structure of Chinese Communist 
Money 

The general public in foreign

countries is unaware of the salient 
features of the monetary system 
on the Chinese mainland today. The 
problem as such is vital for a clear 
understanding of the contemporary 
situation in the Far East. As one 
who resided in the Far East for 48 
years and who has been a close ob- 
server ever since his departure from 
Shanghai in 1949, I feel entitled to 
present to my fellow citizens an un- 
biased and authoritative account of 
reality. The outstanding features 
of the system are: 

(a) The communist Chinese mon- 
etary system is a managed cur- 
rency; or, rather, a proclaimed 
managed monetary system. 

(b) Although the Chinese masses 
have for thousands of years been 
metal-minded as regards money, the 
communists, since their accession 
in 1948, have abolished metallic 
money, even as tokens. Instead 
their entire monetary circulation is 
paper. 

(c) From the outset the reds in 
China claimed that precious metals 
and/or foreign currency balances 
have been outmoded as monetary 
reserves. Instead, commodities are 
being adopted by China to serve as 
effective reserve funds against the 
notes in circulation. Such commodi- 
ties are to consist of rice, flour, cot- 
ton cloth, cooking oil and charcoal. 

(d) However, red Chinese paper 
is irredeemable, even against such 
vital commodities. Neither would 
the authorities publicize how much 
of these commodities it actually 
holds, where they are stored and 
how they are valued. 

(e) One of the most important 
requirements for a regularized note 
issue is authentic information as to 
the size of a country’s note emis- 
sion. The Chinese communists so 
far have deemed it beyond their 
dignity to publish official ffgures 
relating to their weekly or monthly 
note issue. Neither have the ffnan- 
cial authorities so far bothered to 
publish balance sheets showing the 
status at a given date. Such par- 
ticulars are kept a profound secret. 
But the neglect certainly breeds 
lack of conffdence. 

(f) The communists express aver- 


sion against the linking of a coun- 
try's currency to the monetary sys- 
tem of another nation, even one 
with exemplary standing. This 
standpoint is connected by the reds 
with colonialism. 

(g) Shortly after the Chinese 
communists had swung into the 
saddle, they decreed that people 
were permitted to keep their gold 
and silver, but they were not al- 
lowed to trade in, or transport, the 
precious metals. Shortly thereafter 
the public was notifled to deliver 
to the authorities all gold, silver 
and foreign monies at arbitrarily 
flxed quotations. 

(h) When assuming the role of 
government bank, the Peoples Bank 
of China proclaimed that, aside 
from fractional notes, it would issue 
banknotes in denominations rang- 
ing from JMP one to 100. But al- 
ready in September of 1949, higher 
values had to be brought into traffic, 
namely notes for JMP 500 and 1,000. 
In January, 1950, still higher notes 
(JMP 5,000 and 10,000) were circu- 
lated. At the opening of 1954 still 
larger denominations made their 
appearance, namely 20,000 and 50,- 
000; and at the close of 1954 notes 
for JMP 100,000 appeared on the 
market. Surely, these are clear 
signs of rampant inflation. 

(i) When the reds first occupied 
Nanking (April, 1949), the ratio 
between the U. S. dollar and JMP 
was 396 for one U. S. dollar. In 
January, 1955, the quotation for 
American money (not quoted direct 
in communist China) via Hongkong 
arbitrage worked out at over JMP 
45,000 for one U. S. dollar. 

(j) Other important factors also 
prove in unmistakable terms that 
there was — or is — acute inflation 
in Red China. This becomes evident 
when considering wholesale com- 
modity prices since 1949, when 
viewing the index of the cost of 
living, and in particular the market 
price of rice, the standard measure 
of everything in China. When the 
communists started their adminis- 
tration of Shanghai (mid- June, 1949) 
a bag of rice weighing 170 pounds, 
cost JMP 11,000. Six months later 
the same quantity had shot up in 
price to JMP 285,000. 
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(k) As mentioned under (c), the 
communists, during the initial years 
of holding office, scornfully repudi- 
ated the need of metallic currency 
reserves. Now they point with pride 
to the accumulation of gold and 
silver for the very same purpose. 
But they are silent in respect to the 
actual size of such metallic reserves, 
as to the ratio to their undisclosed 
circulation of paper money. 

(l) When the situation became 
critical and untenable, the red au- 
thorities decreed that a currency 
reform was imminent. As of March 
1, 1955, holders of JMP were asked 


to present all their notes for ex- 
change at the rate of 10,000 old 
JMP against one new JMP. In 
other words, Chinese reds' money 
was devaluated 10,000 to one. The 
dumbfounded populace was told 
that this reform was instituted 
“. . . with the object of improving 
China’s currency system.” 

These are the highlights of 
China’s concern over an unques- 
tionably huge issue of fiat money 
by the red regime, a status which 
does not bring much hope or solace 
to the sorely tried nation.

GERMAN AND DUTCH MEDALISTS. Next to Italy, Germany was the 
country in which the medallic art flourished in medieval times, Nuremberg 
having been a center from which many important works were issued. Of the 
German school, Albert Durer was the most famous of the early exponents. 
In Holland a remarkable series of jettons or medalets were issued in the 16th 
and early part of the 17th centuries, which give a record of the important 
events of which that country was then the theater.

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On the Spelling of Royal Names on Sasanian Coins

I N SEABY’S Coin and Medal Bul- 
letin, Prof. Robert Gobi of Vi- 
enna is author of a series of articles 
on Sasanian coins. So far the first 
four kings of the dynasty have been 
dealt with, Ardeshir, Shapur I, Hor- 
mazd I, and Varahran I. 

What is perhaps the most inter- 
esting item in these papers is the 
spelling of the names of these rul- 
ers. Rawlinson in his Seventh Great 
Oriental Monarchy, first published 
in 1875, has been the pioneer in 
showing the way into a territory of 
history and numismatics which is 
still largely unknown, although the 
field is interesting enough. Dr. 
Gobi’s investigations are clearing up 
some of the unexplored periods in 
the amazing history of the Neo- 
Persian empire of the centuries 
from 224 A.D. to the downfall that 
came with the rise of Islam in the 
7th century. 

It came as a surprise to this 
writer how the legends on the 
Sasanian coins, in the spelling of 
Mid-Persian names like Ardeshir 
or Shapur, follows the older Persian 
style of the dynasties of Cyrus and 
Dareios (Darius). That is to say, the 
Pehlevi characters of the Parthian 
and Sasanian periods have now 
taken the place of the older Persian 
cuneiform writing as found in the 
great wall inscriptions of Darius 
and others. No matter what pro- 
nounciation in Pehlevi times, that 
is in the Sasanian period, may have 
arisen, the spelling on these coins 
still follow the older language. It 
names the first Sasanian ruler 
Artkhshtr, or, supplying the inter- 
mittent vowels necessary for pro- 
nunciation, Artakhshatr, although 
the contemporary Pehlevi pronounc- 
iation seems to have been Ardeshir. 

Persian history, both of ancient 
Persia, and of middle Persian times 
has come to us mostly through 
Greek sources. This accounts for the 
names familiar to us, such as 
Xerxes, Artaxerxes and others. Raw- 
linson throughout uses Artaxerxes 


for the name of the first Sasanian 
ruler. Perhaps the time has come 
to break away from the “classic” 
forms of Oriental terms and follow 
better transcriptions. 

Compared with the Greek world 
before and after Alexander and 
their fine coinage, Persia was late 
in producing minted products of 
great interest. The bow-drawing 
king on coins of the earlier Persians, 
the darics of Darius, and other early 
pieces, has a curious succession in 
the Parthian coinage, where again 
a bow-drawing king appears. The 
same pattern of thought as to royal 
prerogatives extends into the Sa- 
sanian period as in the rock inscrip- 
tion at Hajiabad, near the ancient 
Persepolis (Haug, Essays on the 
Parsis). The inscription of the time 
of King Shapuri refers to some 
mythological ceremony connected 
with the drawing of the bow by the 
ruler. 

The real important numismatic 
interest lies in the silver coinage of 
the Sasanian rulers, those thin, flat 
“drahm” pieces, which in the fol- 
lowing age, in Moslem times, be- 
came the dirhems, the chief type 
of the Mohammedan world from 
Merv in Central Asia to Andalusia 
in Spain. The excellent fabric of 
this coinage brought on a long suc- 
cession of similar silver pieces in 
the western world, the deniers of 
the middle ages, from the issues of 
the early Carolingians down to the 
silver pennies of medieval Europe 
with England included. I owe some 
of this line of thought and investi- 
gation to friends like L. W. McCabe, 
Seattle, Wash., Dr. J. Lhotka, Okla- 
homa City, and others. 

It would have been well, if in 
transcribing Pehlevi names, the 
long vowels a, i, u, were marked as 
such, seeing that they are each 
separate and distinct characters un- 
like the short vowel a, which is im- 
plied after each consonant, or at 
least, after most consonants. The 
only consistent and logical way to 
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study the numismatics of the 
Orient, is not to follow the word 
forms, which Greek and other out- 
side writers have suggested in their 
accounts of Parthian and Pehlevi 
affairs, names of persons and things, 
but to follow the native traditions 
and guidemarks in elucidating the 
problems which one encounters in 
numismatic investigations. 

For long periods, ever since the 
time of Alexander the Great, Greek 
letters had held their own as the 
proper characters for use on coin 
legends. Even in India not only did 
the Greek princes in the northwest- 
ern regions coin in the Greek langu- 
age, but even the Kushans around 
the first century A.D. issued their 
coins largely with Greek lettering. 
Only with the rise of the Neo-Per- 
sians in the third century A.D. did 
native Asiatic lettering appear on 
coins. The Kharosthi characters in 
India had died out by that time, and 
Brahmi, another script of Syrian 
origin, was becoming the mother of 
all modern Indian alphabets. 


The Pehlevi script of Persia 
reigned supreme in the west, and 
imperfect as its alphabet is, it cov- 
ered the ground well. Compared 
with the orderliness of Greek char- 
acters the Pehlevi letters on coins 
and inscriptions show great varie- 
ties in form. No fixed norm estab- 
lished itself except in the various 
styles of Parsi scriptures. Here 
again, historically considered, comes 
the immense advantage which let- 
ters stamped on metallic coins have 
for the critical investigation of the 
cultural progress made in history. 
Writings on parchment or paper is 
subject to constant revision. With 
each new copy that is made of any 
document, changes in orthography 
and spelling will be produced, but 
what is stamped on a coin remains. 
Unchanged by the vagaries of style, 
changes and variations in public 
and cultural tastes and fads, what 
is written on a coin is written. 

The writer hopes to follow up 
this brief paper sometime with a 
more extended discussion of this 
subject.

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Notes & Queries 


In Congress 

Representative Bonner has intro- 
duced a bill (H. R. 6784) to authorize 
coinage of special 50c pieces in com- 
memoration of the 250th anniversary 
of the founding of Bath, N. C. The 
number to be struck is not specified. 

A bill (H. R. 6774) to require that 
all U. S. bonds, paper money and 
stamps shall be printed from engraved 
plates in the bureau of engraving and 
printing was filed June 13 by Repre- 
sentative Hiestand. 

Sen. Case dropped Senate bill No. 
2401 in the hopper on July 1. This calls 
for the likenesses of George Washing- 
ton, Thomas Jefferson, Theodore 
Roosevelt, and Abraham Lincoln as 
produced on Mount Rushmore na- 
tional memorial to appear on the 
reverse of one dollar bills. 

Sen. Dennis Chavez wants not less 
than 500,000 commemorative half dol- 
lars to mark the 250th anniversary of 
the founding of the city of Albuquerque, 
New Mexico (S. 2439). 

A different twist to a commemora- 
tive request is that of Homer Thorn- 
berry, a Texas representative, who 
asks for the striking of 2,000 medals 
in commemoration of the 120th anni- 
versary of the signing of the Texas 
declaration of independence and the 
battles of the Alamo, Goliad, and San 
Jacinto in 1836. The striking would 
be done by the U. S. mint for the 
Texas Heritage Foundation, Inc. The 
medals, one and five-sixteenth inches 
in diameter, would be considered na- 
tional medals (H. R. 7244). 

New Venezuelan Coins 

A partial reform in the Venezuelan 
coinage was authorized Feb. 17, 1954. 
Since the country is now known as 
the “Republic of Venezuela” instead 
of the “United States of Venezuela,” 
according to William F. Steinberg, 
Miami, Fla., the change has been 
incorporated in the new issues. Gold, 
silver and nickel coins were author- 
ized but so far three silver coins, the 
bolivar, half bolivar and quarter boli- 
var, have been struck at Philadelphia 
mint under Venezuelan presidential 
decree of May 18, 1954. The bolivar 
is the basic unit and is equivalent to 
0.290323 grams of fine gold. 

Gold Coast Currency Plans 

The Gold Coast minister of finance 
has announced that on the attainment 


of independence his country is to issue 
its own currency. (The Gold Coast at 
present is a British colony, but the 
constitution of 1951 gave it a parlia- 
mentary government and greater re- 
sponsibility for its affairs than that 
enjoyed by any other British colony 
in Africa.) The new currency will be 
fully backed by sterling, and will be 
maintained at par with sterling. Steps 
are now being taken to expand the 
organization of the bank of the Gold 
Coast, with the aim of making it a 
bank of issue. In the meantime, the 
bank will act as the Government’s 
agent in making arrangements for 
the issue of the new currency, the 
production and control of which will 
remain the government’s sole re- 
sponsibility. Discussions are taking 
place with the West African currency 
board on the way in which the new 
currency can be substituted for the 
old without inconvenience and dis- 
turbance to the economy. 

Professionals Meet 

The fourth general assembly of the 
International Association of Profes- 
sional Numismatists met May 27 to 30 
in Munich, with members from many 
European countries and the United 
States attending. A reception was 
given by the German members and 
the municipal authorities in the raths- 
keller. A banquet, visit to the Bava- 
rian mountains and to the Bavarian 
state coin collection were also part of 
the program. 

Prof. Hans Gebhart, keeper of the 
staatliche muenzsammlung, opened the 
congress. The executive committee 
was re-elected and is composed of 
J. Schulman, Amsterdam, president; 
X. Calico, Barcelona, and E. Gans, 
Berkeley, Calif., vice presidents; H. 
Cahn, Basle, secretary; and H. Graf, 
Zurich, treasurer; and eight other 
members. 

It was decided that anyone, collector 
or dealer, may ask the association for 
expert judgment on doubtful coins. 
The latter will be submitted to two 
or more experts, with the president 
giving the final opinion. The fee will 
be 25 Swiss francs per piece. (Inquiries 
may be addressed to the secretary, 
H. Cahn, Malzgasse 25, Basle, Switzer- 
land.) 

The first work to be published by 
the lAPN will be the Manical of Coins 
of Salzburg by Prof. Guenther Probszt.

Orders Museum Opened 

Recently the Dutch secretary of the 
interior. Dr. L. J. M. Beel, officially 
opened the museum for Dutch orders 
of knighthood at 50 Javastraat, Am- 
sterdam. The royal society of mem- 
bers of Dutch orders of knighthood 
and the chancellery of Dutch orders 
have assembled there an extraordinary 
collection of orders, family orders 
from the middle ages and military 
orders for special merit. The museum 
will be open to the public. 

Before World War II, the former 
secretary of the chancellery of the 
Dutch orders of knighthood, G. C. E. 
Koeffler, had collected in a showcase 
various items of historical value show- 
ing the origin and development of 
Dutch orders. His successor made a 
careful investigation as to what was 
still available among the decorations 
and orders founded in 1815, the mili- 
tary William order and the order of 
the Netherlands lion. Among them 
were a great many varieties which 
were sorted carefully and added to 
the existing collection, now having one 
or more items of most Dutch orders.

New Netherland’s Prices

public offering June 17 in New York’s 
Hotel New Weston.

Kosoff Auction Results 

A. Kosoff announces the results of 
his May 24th auction which featured 


the collection of U. S. quarters of 
Edgar Levy, the half dimes of Charles 
K. Wildensten, gold coins from the 
F. C. Dean collection, etc. 

The 1796 unc. quarter brought $425, 
the 1823 went for $1550, the 1827 for 
$1250; $350 was a new record for 
the 1855-0, as was the $607.50 realized 
for the 1901-S. A Carson City quarter 
of 1870 sold for $156 and a San Fran- 
cisco piece of 1878 brought $237.50. 
The 1896-S continued at a high level 
of $285, as did the 1904-0 at $82.50. 
The 1909-0 set a new high at $151. 
Surprising interest in the 1913 uncir- 
culated sent it to $21.50 and the S 
mint of that date brought a new 
record price of $302.50. Another rec- 
ord - $107.50 for the 1914-S. One hun- 
dred thirty-five dollars was realized 
for the 1916 Standing Liberty and 
$240 for the 1918 over 17-S. The 
latter was most reasonable, having 
been purchased in 1953 for $400. 

Rare compound interest treasury 
notes and interest bearing notes in- 
spired considerable bidding: lot 501, 
$315.00; 502, $177.50; 503, $470.00. 

Much interest was evidenced in the 
obsolete banknotes, patterns, and 
medal offerings. Patterns continue at 
new high levels. A 1929 half eagle 
brought $185, the 1933 eagle $1000, 
and the 1895 proof double eagle $450. 
Colonials, large cents and half cents 
went well. 

The first six volumes of The Numis- 
matist, 1888-1893, brought $240. These 
are the volumes sold by Mr. Kosoff in 
1940 as part of the Julius Guttag 
library. Then they were acquired by 
Elliott Smith.

U. S. secret service agents, in the course of the year ending June 30, 1954, 
captured 17 plants for the manufacture of counterfeit paper money and 
$348,145 in counterfeit bills. Of that total, $140,106 was successfully passed on 
storekeepers and others, and $208,039 was seized before it could be placed in 
circulation. Although the representative value of the total seized was greater 
than the $287,715 captured during the previous year, the number of counter- 
feit bills actually passed to merchants and others was smaller. The represent- 
ative value of counterfeit coins seized totaled $7,155, of which $5,828 was 
successfully passed. There were 63 new counterfeit note issues and variations 
thereof during the year, an increase of 13, and 210 persons were arrested for 
violating the counterfeit laws, as compared with 193 arrested the previous year.
